Some women's groups, 
which had no place to 
meet, establishedthe cen¬ 
ter as a "home." 

The controversial Hard¬ 
man, who privately admits 
that his aggressive tactics 
irritate some people, has 
heard a continuing Gay 
community debate over 
the center. Does it have 
proper occupancy 

permits? Is Pride legally 
occupying the structure? 
Did someone run away 
with $100? . . . Through 
the rumors, Hardman and 
his volunteers have kept 
the center open for 15 
months on a daily basis. 

Whether the center will 
remain open in the future 
is debatable, but the fact 
that it is still being de¬ 
bated is viewed by many 
as an achievement in it¬ 
self. Others believe that 
the advent of the wreck¬ 
ing ball is inevitable. One 
thing is for sure — there 
has been at least another 
delay in the demolition of 
330 Grove Street.

Paul Hardman, Chairman of Pride Foundation, 
responded to several of the points made in the 
headline story: 

1. The occupancy agreement is legal, dated 
October 26, 1976, signed by both Gene Suttle and 
myself, and is recorded as an official city document 
and recognized by the Planning Commission and is 
referred to in their official report which is con¬ 
tained in the official environmental impact report. 

2. When our occupancy was first challenged, 
Pride took legal action before the Board of Permits 
Appeal and won that decision 5 to 0. 

3. Despite the quote from Gene Suttle re. 
eviction, a commitment was made by Suttle's boss 
Wilbur Hamilton, the executive director of the 
Redevelopment Agency, to Harvey Milk that NO 
eviction is anticipated or expected. The Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency would wait until a suitable replace¬ 
ment facility was provided.

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South of Market Attack 

SHOOTING FOLLOWS MURDER 
— NEW POLICE PATROLS 

Police Chief Charles Gain has placed 
seven additional patrol cars in the South of 
Market area following both a murder and a 
shooting within two weeks. The murder 
victim was handsome model Rick Smoot, 27, 
who was killed by am unknown assailant on 
February 8 near 9th and Howard streets. The 
more recent incident was on February 23 at 
the side entrance to the Black and Blue bar, 
8th and Howard Streets. Joseph Jones, 33, 
was shot in the hip. 

Inspector Edward Dennis, General 
Works detail, told B.A.R. that he has a 
suspect that he is interviewing. He could 
give no further details. 

The incident was related in the police 
report, obtained by B.A.R. It states that four 
people — including one woman -- were in the 
Black and Blue bar drinking: "They appeared 
to be an gry because the bar was a homosexual 
'place." The three males were drinking Bud- 
weiser beer and the woman, wine. The group 
had allegedly entered the bar with a bar¬ 
tender from another bar, but that bartender 
denies that he had seen the suspects. 

The suspects were asked to leave and 
shortly after a crash was heard outside. Two 
patrons, one of them being Jones, went 
outside to see what had happened. They 
called out "Knock it off" when they observed 
a turned-over motorcycle being kicked by one 
of the male suspects. The person called back, 
Come out here and we'll see who'll knock 
what off." At this time another comment 
was made by the suspect about "blowing him 
awav." Suspect threw a bottle at Jones which 
hit him in the stomach. Jones tossed the 
bottle back. The suspect then paused and 
took a slightly crouched position, produced a 

f un, and with both hands on the gun shot 
ones in the hip area. A woman was 

evidently standing nearby and joined the 
assailant at the same time that another man 
and woman approached and all four walked 
away and out of sight. 

Police have descriptions of the four 
suspects in the Jones case: 2 men, 2 women, 
all white in their mid-20's. Suspect #1 is 
described as 6', male, brown hair, medium 
weight, wearing light blue denim pants and 
blue plaid shirt. Suspect #2 is 5'11 , female, 
thin, light brown hair almost to her waist, 
wearing beige knee-length coat with belt at 
the waist. Suspect #3 is 5'5", female, collar- 
length brown hair, chunky build, wearing 
eyeglasses and white blouse. Suspect #4 is 
described as a "neatly dressed" male. 

Ken Cook, Black and Blue bar owner, 
visited Supervisors Milk and Silver in order to 
obtain their cooperation in the search for the 
suspects and to improve police protection in 
He B.A.R. that he had added 
an additional security guard at his establish¬ 
ment. 

Cook had considerable praise for his 
patrons who cooperated fully with the police 
and have assisted South of Market bar owners 
in posting a $2,000 reward for information on 
the suspects. He said, "My business is 
blossoming, but we cannot keep quiet about 
natters such as this." Cook said that South 
of Market owners are contemplating an ex¬ 
tension of the Gay citizens patrol, Butterfly 
Brigade, which has been successful in the 
Castro area. 

The same suspect group appears to be 
the one that made an appearance at the Brig 
bar a week earlier. On that occasion they 
were asked to leave and knocked over a 
motorcycle out front. When they were told 
the police were arriving, they left the front 
of the premises. They were allegedly driving 
a late model, red Fora station wagon. 

w Jones' condition is described as "seri¬ 
ous. He is receiving oxygen as B.A.R. goes 
to press and doctors are unable to remove the 
bullet until his condition improves. 

Inspector Dennis said that from the 
description of the gun used in the Jones 
incident, it appears that it is not the same 
gin used in the earlier Smoot murder . . .

Showdown this Month on 
City “Rights” Law

City Attorney George 
Agnost will oppose the 
1978 Human Rights Ordi¬ 
nance unless his draft of 
it is the one eventually 
considered by the Board 
of Supervisors. 

Attorney Matt Coles — 
who drafted the version 
being jointly sponsored by 
Supervisors Bob Gonzales 
and Harvey Milk — says, 
"Mr. Agnost’s changes are 
not acceptable."

San Francisco’s admin¬ 
istrative code currently 
prohibits only businesses 
which contract with the 
city from discriminating 
against Gay people in em¬ 
ployment. ' The Gonzales- 
Milk bill — by amending 
the police code — would 
extend protection in two 
ways: (1) by obligating 

also private employers, 
and (2) by banning dis¬ 
crimination in housing and 
public accommodations as 
well. 

Coles, with the San 
Francisco Gay Democrat¬ 
ic Club, began promoting 
the larger scope nearly a 
year ago. They were later 
joined by the Gay Law 
Students at Hastings. 

Agnost has told B.A.R., 
"We don’t take issue with 
having an ordinance. The 
dispute arises over the 
way of effecting and pro¬ 
tecting these rights." 

Agnost says the 
Gonzales-Milk bill would 
have the Board of Super¬ 
visors legislate beyond its 
authority. The remedies 
it would make available to 
aggrieved Gay persons — 
i.e. injunctions against 
violators and damages and 
attorney's fees paid by 
violators — can be 
ordered only by Superior 
Courts. Superior Courts 
are state courts to which 
cities cannot add respon¬ 
sibilities. The Board can 
legally pass only measures 
that assign enforcement 
to Municipal (city) Courts. 
Agnost has rewritten the 
bill accordingly. 

"I also question how 
we're really protecting 
these people when we 
come up with extra¬ 
ordinary legislation which 
I don’t feel is sustainable," 
said Agnost. "The cost of 
having it thrown out is to 
have these people lose the 
protection for which the 
city has acted. Now the 
rationality for this type of 
protection is, quote, a 
need for it. Frankly, you 
can't establish there is a 
need until you've tried the 
orthodox approach 

(Municipal Courts) and 
find it doesn't work." 

The city attorney's of¬ 
fice has also made two 
other substantial changes 
to the Gonzales-Milk bill. 

Gonzales-Milk prohibi¬ 
ted discrimination based 
on "sexual orientation." 
Agnost revised the lan¬ 


guage to ban discrimina¬ 
tion based on "homosexu¬ 
ality." 

In addition, Agnost 
limited housing discrim¬ 
ination matters to rentals 
only. His office exempted 
employers who have five 
or fewer employees, and 
it defined public accom¬ 
modations by listing only 
certain ones that the ordi¬ 
nance could cover. 

Coles found those two 
Agnost changes more 
detrimental to the 
Gonzales-Milk bill than 
the remedy alterations 
because "they significant¬ 
ly restrict the scope of 
the ordinance."

Board President Dianne 
Feinstein is the only 
supervisor who has an¬ 
nounced doubts about the 
ordinance — and on still 
other grounds.

Thus she lim¬ 
ited her 1971 Gay protec¬ 
tion ordinance to city 
contractors only.

Bill Taylor, a Burns 
Security guard, was near 
the attackers earlier and 
heard one tell another, 
"Hey, did you see me beat 
that faggot up?" At the 
time, Taylor reported to 
B.A.R., the group were 
going through a wallet 
they had obtained. 

Later, Taylor saw a 
scuffle in the street and 
drove his car up to the 
beating in progress. He 
jumped from his car and 
approached them. One 
shouted out, "You make 
one more step and I will 
shoot you." Then the at¬ 
tackers fled the scene. 

Taylor took the victim 
back to where the second 
beating had taken place at 
18th and Collingwood and 
then pursued the teen¬ 
agers with the police. 

Two of the group were 
found on a rooftop and 
two others in a car. 
Police booked two, who 
were 18. at Mission Sta¬ 
tion and the other two, 
under 18, were placed in 
the custody of the Juve¬ 
nile Bureau.

“Unscrupulous” in 
Mondanaro 
Dismissed 

Charles McCabe, syndi¬ 
cated S.F. Chronicle 
columnist, has commented 
that Governor Jerry 
Brown's "magic is begin¬ 
ning to wear off" over his 
firing of Josette Monda¬ 
naro as head of the state's 
drug program. Mondanaro 
has since been reinstated 
by the State Personnel 
Board. 

"The flap about Jerry 
Brown's firing of Dr. 
Josette Mondanaro, ap- 

E arently on the grounds of 
er Lesbianism would hurt 
his chance to become gov¬ 
ernor once more," 
McCabe wrote in his Feb¬ 
ruary 20 column, "has 
caused some influential 
voices to be raised against 
the governor." 

His column called at¬ 
tention to two leading 
Democrats in San Fran¬ 
cisco who have split with 
Brown over the Monda¬ 
naro case: Assemblymen 
Willie Brown and Art 
Agnos, both outspoken 
Gay rights advocates. 

McCabe quotes Brown 
as saying, "Jerry's in real 
trouble. For the first 
time in his administration, 
he has a serious political 
problem: To have his in¬ 
ner office operations be 
so exposed to the raw 
practice of politics is 
totally contrary to his 
image. It places him in 
the same category as any 
other politician, if not 
worse, a category he's 
carefully attempted to 
avoid." 

Agnos is revealed as 
observing that "judging by 
what's come out m the 
hearing so far, Jerry is as 

E olitically heavy as any- 
ody in Jesse Unruh's day. 
He's established he's just a 
rank politician who has 
made a decision based on 
political homophobia." 

The McCabe column has 
brought special attention 
to the California Demo¬ 
cratic Council's statewide 
convention scheduled for 
March 10-12 in San Diego. 
How the large Gay Caucus 
of the CDC will react to 
the scheduled appearance 
of Governor Brown at the 
meet will be closely ob¬ 
served by political ana¬ 
lysts.

Navy Officer 
Reinstated: Rules 
‘Too Ambiguous” 

Ignacio Martinez, a 
Navy Petty Officer, has 
been reinstated after a 
dismissal from the service 
on the grounds that he is 
an alleged homosexual. 
Federal Court Judge Cecil 
Poole issued the order 
while calling the military 
regulation barring Gav 
people "too ambiguous. 
Poole also expressed his 
opinion that the Navy 
should re-evaluate its 
contention that Gay 
people should be rejected 
from military service just 
because they are Gay per 
se. 

Attorney John Vaisey, 
volunteering his services 
for the Pride Foundation, 
assisted Martinez in his 
court victory. According 
to Vaisey, Poole found 
that the regulation is 
arbitrary, capricious and 
thus unconstitutional. A 
Pride press release stated 
that Poole had "ordered 
the Navy to stop process¬ 
ing servicemen for dis¬ 
charge on grounds of 
homosexuality but 

Poole's office denied that 
the order was that exten¬ 
sive. 

Martinez, whose record 
of "good service" in his six 
years in the Navy was 
unchallenged, was accused 
of being Gay but was 
cleared by a hearing board 
of three officers. How¬ 
ever, Martinez was dis¬ 
charged. He will now be 
able to re-enlist. 

Pride believes that this 
may be the first ruling of 
its kind in the country. 
Vaisey states that the 
issue in this case is 
whether the government 
can keep files on the pri¬ 
vate behavior of its citi¬ 
zens and summarily fire 
them without a hearing as 
to their job performance. 

Paul Hardman, Pride 
chair, states that "if the 

f overnment is restricted 
o dealing with how a per¬ 
son does his job and stops 
prying into private con¬ 
duct during non-working 
hours, it will save lots of 
tax dollars and prevent 
unfair stigmas being 
placed on citizens that 
they must carry for the 
rest of their lives . . . One 
should ask what happens 
to the people the govern¬ 
ment stigmatizes and then 
throws out." 

Martinez had been 
accused by his shipmates 
of being Gay after he put 
an arm around another 
man while drinking. A 
Navy psychiatrist deter¬ 
mined that there was no¬ 
thing to support the 
accusation and questioned 
the motives of the 
accusers. The internal 
administrative hearing 


officers vindicated 

Martinez, but they were 
overruled by the Navy 
personnel department in 
Washington. D.C. Mar¬ 
tinez was discharged. He 
was only six days short of 
his 6-year enlistment 
period when this hap¬ 
pened, prohibiting his re¬ 
enlistment. He had been 
promised a bonus if he 
would re-enlist for two 
years, but he was denied 
the bonus when he was 
dismissed. 

Vaisey's processing of 
the Martinez case was

McGovern 
Addresses “New 
Age” on Rights 

"There should be no 
controversy in the United 
States over personal 
rights," U.S. Senator 
George McGovern (D - So. 
Dakota) has told a Los 
Angeles banquet crowd. 
The event, attended by 
1,000 and sponsored by 
New Age, welcomed 
guests Assemblyman Art 
Agnos (D - San Francisco), 


City Attorney Burt Pines, 
President Wally Albertson 
of the California Demo¬ 
cratic Council and Los 
Angeles council members 
Peggy Stevenson and Joel 
Wachs. 

"It is men and women 
like you," McGovern 
stressed, "who have 
brought the consciousness 
of Human Rights to this 
country. I'm here tonight 
because I don't want any 
American to feel alone 
and deserted." 

Singer Linda Hopkins 
was part of a program 
cheered by sympathetic 
activists. Rev. Troy 
Perry, activist/founder of 
Metropolitan Community 
Churcn, nearly stole the 
audience with his rousing 
call to Gay liberation. 

Dr. Josette Mondanaro, 
whose Lesbianism was an 
issue in her dismissal and 
reinstatement as the 
State's drug chief, told 
the throng, "My sexual 

§ reference has nothing to 
o with my performance 
as a professional person. 
The word was out that I 
was Gay. No, I am a 
Lesbian. Lesbians and 
homosexuals are not 
hatched. We do have 
parents. Many of them 
are very proud of us." 

The former presidential 
candidate concluded by 
urging, "No one of us can 
be truly free until all of 


us are truly free. We cure 
a lesser people in a lesser 
land when some of us are 
considered lesser. Equal 
rights and equal opportu¬ 
nities are inherent in the 
rights of this land." 

Australian Report 
Urges Pro-Gay 
Stand 

The Australian Royal 
Commission on Human 
Relations, a governmental 
study group, has urged the 
national leadership to en¬ 
dorse legislation which 
would decriminalize 

homosexual acts between 
consenting adults. In its 
report the commission 
calls for equality for Gays 
in custody and public 
decency cases and urges a 
homosexual inclusion in 
sex education courses. Its 
analysis calls upon 
schools, churches and the 
news media to support a 
growing understanding of 
the homosexual lifestyle. 

Western Australia's 
state legislature has been 
unsympathetic to the 
commission's report. A 
bill to decriminalize Gay 
sex was defeated in three 
votes, although there 
were a number of local 
citizens who spoke out in 
favor of the legislation. 
One legislator had called 
the bin "abhorrent and 
evil."

BOSTON, Mass. - The 
Internal Affairs Division 
of the Boston Police 
Department is investigat¬ 
ing charges made by Gay 
businesses that the local 
patrolmen's association is 
extorting money from 
them in the form of 
aggressively seeking ad¬ 
vertising for its news¬ 
paper, Pax Centurion. 

Investigative reporter 
David Brill, Gay Commu¬ 
nity News, reports that 
Boston Gay businesses 
have complained that 
"letters of solicitation" 
from the police newspaper 
appear to be invoices for 
advertising. The protec¬ 
tion appears to come from 
a gold badge that is sent 
to those who advertise, 
which could be used to 
indicate to officers that 
the business is a Pax Cen¬ 
turion advertiser.

Pax Centurion is homo- 
phobic in its content, 
according to Brill, and has 
offered support to Anita 
Bryant. Its advertising 
includes Gay bars and one 
Bay bathhouse plus a Gay- 
oriented adult movie 
theater. Advertisers are 
also given "Certificates of 
Appreciation" and police 
"Booster" stickers which 
they can display. 

However. the police 
associations attorney 
charged that the investi¬ 
gation was politically 
motivated by Boston 
Mayor Kevin White. The 
newspaper is supporting 
an opponent of White in 
the coming election. 

Intimidation is implied 
by the Gay businesses who 
feel compelled to pur¬ 
chase the advertising, 
wear the badges and dis¬ 
play the certificates in 
order to be free from 
police harassment . . . 
Several business people 
have also claimed that 
they were told that $50 
bumper stickers from the 
association would protect 
them from getting traffic 
tickets. 

Brill writes that the 
police association news¬ 
paper continues to assert 
that "the probe is a 
blatant attempt to scare 
people from writing or 
drawing cartoons for our 
union newspaper."

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Coors Friend, 
MacDonald Guilty 
in Laetrile Case 

U.S. Rep. Larry 
MacDonald (D - Georgia) 
has been found guilty in 
prescribing the apricot pit 
substance Laetrile as a 
"cancer cure" to a patient 
who died of cancer. 
Charges made during a 
federal trial were that 
John Scott, a Birmingham 
postman who died in 1974, 
may have lived longer if 
he received conventional 
cancer treatment. 

MacDonald is the high¬ 
est rated conservative in 
Congress and is a repre¬ 
sentative of the John 
Birch Society. He has 
received financial assist¬ 
ance from the Adolph 
Coors Company which 
manufactures Coors beer. 

MacDonald introduced 
an amendment to the fed¬ 
eral Legal Aid Society bill 
last year that would nave 
barred poor Gay people 
from receiving free legal 
aid. The amendment 
passed the House but was 
dropped by a joint House- 
Senate committee. 

Dr. MacDonald received 
a $15,000 penalty which is 
reimbursement of medical 
expenses to the victim's 
relatives. The attempt 
was to claim $6 million 
from MacDonald, but the 
judge disallowed a discus¬ 
sion of the value of 
Laetrile to enter into the 
case. The organized 
medical community con¬ 
siders the apricot pit sub¬ 
stance to be worthless as 
a cancer cure. 

Chicago Police 
Protest Gay Cops 

CHICAGO, HI. - Following 
similar protests in Los 
Angeles, San Francisco 
and: New York City, local 
pplice association offi¬ 
cials here have protested 
the possibility of the 
hiring of upfront Gay 
people as police officers. 

John Dineen, president 
of the Fraternal Order of 
Police, has called the idea 
ridiculous." Joseph 

Pecorraro, head of the 
Chicago Patrolmen's 

Assn, states that the 
morals of the police 
force would sink to zero" 
if Gays were allowed to 
openly join the ranks. 

The response is to a 
proposed city ordinance 
by Alderman Clifford 
Kelley which would ban 
city discrimination be¬ 
cause of sexual orienta¬ 
tion in the areas of 
employment, housing and 
public accommodations. 

The Chicago Sun-Times 
has editorially supported 
the passage of Kelley's 
ordinance, according to 
GayLife. It reminded its 
readers that forty munici¬ 
palities in the nation now 
have similar laws on the 
books and that they have 
experienced no diffi¬ 
culties. 

Acting Police Super¬ 
intendent Michael Spiotto 
said that Gay officers 
would be "acceptable" if 
they "could pass a psycho¬ 
logical screening." 


Anne Kroneberg & Dick Pabich: 
Harvey Milk’s Dynamic Aides 
Speak Out 


by Bruce Pettit 

"I see a lot of discrimination," says Anne 
Kronenberg ? the first sympathetic ear San Francis¬ 
cans experience when they report abuse to the 
office of Supervisor Harvey Milk. 

Kronenberg heard recently from a Lesbian fired 
as a waitress Because her employer -- a non-Gay 
woman — "wanted to run a straight establishment. 
That woman was within her legal rights. It's 
disgusting." 

Thus Kronenberg and Dick Pabich, Milk's two 
administrative aides, give highest priority to passage 
of the 1978 Human Rights Ordinance — which will 
be subjected to testimony and debate before the 
Board of Supervisors and its Fire, Safety and Police 
Committee this month. 

Kronenberg, while emphasizing that her boss is 
a supervisor for all the city's people, encourages Gay 
people in particular to take advantage of having one 
of their own in a power position at City Hall. For, 
notwithstanding his frequent campaigning about be¬ 
ing a candidate who happens to be Gay, she views 
Harvey Milk as a Gay supervisor. "It is important to 
him that Gay people collect and fight with him and 
feel comfortable to talk to him." 

In San Francisco as everywhere in American 
society, there are a lot of people who are not open 
and accepting of different lifestyles. Unfortunately, 
the threat oi the whole Briggs Initiative comes from 
people who have not been exposed and are afraid." 
Anne Kronenberg candidly admitted to B.A.R., 'Tm 
afraid. I m afraid of the Briggs Initiative. There are 
enough people out there who could let something 
like that pass. I don't have faith that we're all going 
to be strong enough so that we can fight it. But we 
have to try. 

Even so, co-aide Pabich sees encouraging signs 
... A really neat thing is how supportive some 
people around here have been — Dan White in 
particular, whose background many people thought 
would cause him problems. But he's supported us on 
every position and he goes out of his way to find out 
what Gay people think about things." (Supervisor 
White, a former policeman, won on a hard-line law 
enforcement campaign in District 8 last November.) 
Pabich believes young people of all political persua¬ 
sions and lifestyles ' are realizing that we also have 
rights that need to be supported. When that 
happens, I think were making real progress — and I 
* h^ we re making that kind of progress every-

years had been spent in* the Bay Area. "I couldn’t 
wait to get back. San Francisco was a mecca." 

Agreeing with "99 percent" of Harvey Milk's 
ideas about people and government, Kronenberg was 
part of his 1975 supervisorial attempt. But it was 
Milk who called ner last year when she was 
recommended by a mutual friend as manager for 
what would be a winning campaign. "We had a series 
of talks over a period of a week. I was not in a good 
financial position and Harvey, of course, had no 
money to offer me." Upon his victory her degree of 
commitment led almost naturally to her present 
position as administrative assistant. 

Pabich, with associate Jim Rivaldo, produced 
the 1977 Milk election committee's advertising. As 
for Pabich's being stenographic aide, "It was sort of 
if I wanted to do it I could have it. Originally I 
didn't want to do it; then I thought it would be fun." 

A survivor of Milwaukee's suburbs, Pabich 
worked in Walnut Creek for two months as jpart of 
his role in George McGovern's 1972 presidential 
campaign. Two years later he too was drawn back 
to California but was aloof at first to its politics. 
Then in 1976 "I walked down to Harvey's store when 
he was running for Assembly . . . Even though I had 
no experience in Gay politics, I saw that he was a 
Gay person, that I was a Gay person, that he had 
progressive politics, that I had progressive politics." 

Did Milk represent any departures from previ¬ 
ous strategies in the Gay movement? Dick 1 Pabich 
answers, "Harvey is more independent. He relates 
to people better. He understands being Gay. The 
past Gay political leaders were content to play little 
political games in order to get into a better 
circumstance. But I think Harvey has said boo to 
enough people that in the end he's gotten things 
from them. That’s a lesson to Gay people: by being 
nice you're only hurting yourself and not really 
helping the cause." 

Anne Kronenberg, in addition to discrimination 
matters, handles Milk’s daily scheduling. She follows 
developments in mental health issues, senior citizens 
problems and youth programs. She takes responsi¬ 
bility for supplying supervisor Milk with the latest 
data he will need to make decisions on Franklin 
Hospital, the Great Highway and debates concerning 
Civil Service, the schools, the libraries and the 
whole CETA (federal funds from the Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act) controversy. 

Pabich is shepherding the all-important Human 
Rights Ordinance, and is searching with the mayor s 
office for funds for a relocated Gay Community 
Center. He monitors housing proposals, like the 
current anti-speculation interest, as well as city 
development, Tike the Yerba Buena Center. He 
takes calls about streets, dogs, water service and 
cable television. He drafts most correspondence and 
the supervisor's roll call introductions. 

That list of duties also showed Pabich fielding 
"all compliments" and Kronenberg "all complaints. 
Quipped Kronenberg, "That's because he made up the 
list this month. I'll make it up next month." 

Milk's two aides share reading and sorting of the 
25 to 50 pieces of the office's aaily mail. Most is 
from organizations, outside of Milk's District 5 and 
non-Gay in subject — often copies of other cor¬ 
respondence. However, Gay-related problems still 
dominate individually-inspired pieces. One day a 
letter came from a Black Gay man in South Africa - 
- who may know some of the greatest discrimination 
in the world today. He wanted to know what Gay 


E eople do in the United 
tates. 

What Gay people are 
doingj of course, is in¬ 
creasingly coming out of 
their closets. Pabich and 
Kronenberg feel so 
strongly that such is ex¬ 
actly as it should be that 
they took exception to 
Supervisor President 

Dianne Feinstein's theme 
in a recent B.A.R. inter¬ 
view. Feinstein feared a 
backlash if Gay people do 
not cease "imposing their 
lifestyle on others. 

Pabich mused, "Dianne 
can tolerate homosexu¬ 
ality on an intellectual 
basis. But she's like my 
mother: she supports 

everything I'm doing but 
she doesivt want to talk 
about it. Most of our 
supporters out there in 
the world may vote for us 
or they'll support Harvey, 
but they don't want to 
hear and talk about it too 
often. And he shouldn't 
have to talk to them 
about it too often, but 
usually someone else 
brings up the subject." 

"But that's still keeping 
us in our closets," replied 
Kronenberg. "it makes 
me angry. What is im¬ 
posing our lifestyle? To 
see a Gay couple holding 
hands on the street? 
What is so different about 
that compared to a het¬ 
erosexual couple? I don't 
mean that we should flout 
things. I just don't think 
that we should hide." 

Indeed, says Pabich, 
"We have to have more 
people coming out, like 
Harvey's coming out, in 

F olitics and in other 
ields. We're not going to 
do anybody any gooa as 
long as we have all these 
Gay people in responsible 
positions who won't an¬ 
nounce they're Gay." 

Anne Kronenberg em¬ 
phasizes, "An integral 
part of the strength we 
need is better communi¬ 
cation between Gay men 
and Gay women. I feel 
that I'm much better edu¬ 
cated now that I’ve been 
working with Harvey." 

Dick Pabich concludes, 
"One of the reasons we're 
making progress in San 
Francisco is that Harvey's 
actions and a lot of Gay 
people's actions get re¬ 
corded in a very positive 
light in the media. 
Harvey's seen at work, at 
the schools, in MUNI 
buses and involved in 
every problem. Unfortu¬ 
nately, that doesn't get 
out too far. Should 
Harvey or some other Gay 
person become a Con- 
gressperson or governor, 
then that kind of spear 
will go farther than San 
Francisco. That's what 
we need to do: show 

people we are concerned 
about most of the same 
things that everybody else 
is."

KenMaddy: GOP Candidate

Given little chance of 
going anywhere just a few 
months ago, Fresno Re¬ 
publican Assemblyman 
Ken Maddy has become a 
serious candidate for gov¬ 
ernor. Thanks to a state¬ 
wide media blitz that in¬ 
cludes professionally done 
one-minute TV spots, the 
name of the movie-star 
handsome Maddy is now 
ranked up there with such 
well-known Republicans 
as Evelle Younger and the 
homophobe Chief Ed 
Davis. 

With Jerry Brown in 
serious trouble with 
Blacks, Gays, labor and 
other powerful political 

§ roups, some people have 
egun to look around at 
the announced Republi¬ 
cans. 

Of the five announced 
candidates on the GOP 
side, the two most liberal 
are Maddy and San Diego 
Mayor Pete Wilson. 
Maddy, who has won three 
terms to the Assembly 


from the heavily Demo¬ 
cratic Fresno area, is pop¬ 
ular with farmers ana has 
a political war chest of 
nearly half a million 
dollars, mostly from 
wealthy farmers in his 
district. This war chest 
has enabled him to satu¬ 
rate the state with news¬ 
paper ads, TV spots, and 
heavy personal campaign¬ 
ing that has begun to pay 
off. Though his name is 
not yet a household word, 
the campaign is working; 
and Brown's campaign 
people are taking a long 
look at the Assemblyman. 

Much still depends on 
what Ronald Reagan does 
(or does not doT in the 
coming GOP Primary.

The Jarvis-Gann Initiative 


by Harvey Milk 


There are four sides to 
the controversial Jarvis- 
Gann Initiative: 

1. Those who are ticked 
off at all governments for 
spending (in their view) 
too much money. 

2. Those who understand 
the full ramifications of 
Jarvis-Gann if indeed it 
passes. 

3. Those who see it as the 
only way to get the state 
legislators to do ANY¬ 
THING about tax reform, 
and 

4. Those who view Jarvis- 
Gann as a way of saying 
to the state and local 
legislative bodies — buzz 

First, Jarvis-Gann was 
launched by conservative 
groups who have made 
their nest eggs — and who 
now don't want to see any 
of it eaten away by gov¬ 
ernment spending. They 
want to cut down the 
amount the government 
spends on schools, servi¬ 
ces and frills. The inter¬ 
esting facet here is that 
some of these people 
made it off the work of 
the less fortunate and/or 
at the expense of the dis¬ 
enfranchised. In many 
cases, they are not young. 
Many do not care about 
long-range hopes. All 
they see is that the gov¬ 
ernment, which is finally 
trying to make up for 
years of neglect, is cost¬ 
ing these people some of 
the same money that they 
have made because of 
that neglect. It is a self¬ 
ish. narrow and short¬ 
sighted view of life. 
Many of the same people 
are not strong on Gay 
rights either. 

Second, those who do 
fully understand the 
Initiative are people who 
see a rapid cut in the 
many social programs of 
the cities. Tney see NO 
relief for the renter — 
only the home owner, 
apartment house owner, 
corporate owner. There is 
no guarantee whatsoever 
that any relief passes on 
to the renter. Many city 
workers will be put out of 
work. Welfare, unemploy¬ 
ment and all related pro¬ 
grams will increase great¬ 
ly. The only way that the 
state and cities will be 
able to make up for the 
loss in revenue and the 


increase in the above 
areas will be to increase 
other taxes. The renters 
and homeowners alike will 
have to pay the increase. 
Thus, the homeowner gets 
to keep funds in one 
pocket only to see some 
of it go out of the other 
pocket. While the ranter 
gets it — and good! The 
minorities — including 
much of the Gay popula¬ 
tion, the seniors ana the 
handicapped — will suffer 
directly. You can be sure 
that the Ronald Reagans 
and the Senator John 
Briggs' will not. 

Third, many of us have 
been asking for real tax 
reform for some time. 
We get no answer whatso¬ 
ever from the Leo 
McCarthys. Loopholes 
still remain for the large 
corporate interests. The 
special interests get their 
breaks. The average 
person gets to foot the 
bill of the total govern¬ 
ment and then also gets to 
pick up part of the tab of 
the loophole crowd. 

Some people see a way 
to force tax reform 
through the state legisla¬ 
ture Dy passing Jarvis- 
Gann and giving our 
elected officials in Sacra¬ 
mento a long overdue kick 
in the butt. 

Finally, there is the 
"revolutionary" view. 

That Jarvis-Gann is the 
only way to tell off the 
legislative bodies. This is 
a growing viewpoint. 
Case in Point: since our 
great legislative body and 

g overnor won't pass the 
ray rights bill — since 
equal rights for Gay 
people is beneath them — 
Jarvis-Gann is a way of 
saying to all in Sacra¬ 
mento, "To hell with you!" 
Other minorities who have 
gotten little out of the 
state also look at the 
Initiative as a way of say¬ 
ing that they are tired of 
the rip-off played up 
there. Case in Point: as 
long as the J. C. Penney 
building remains unoccu¬ 
pied downtown in San 
Francisco (and there are 
similar such examples all 
over the state), it has a 
low tax assessment. As 
land values go up, the 
owner who presently 
writes off the current low 
taxes against other hold¬ 
ings will gain from the 


speculation game. So he 
can wait for nis killing. In 
the meantime, you and I 
1 make up for his low taxes. 
Add to that the fact that 
as long as the building 
remains vacated, it causes 
a blight in that part of 
downtown, lowering busi¬ 
ness in the area and, thus, 
lowering the amount of 
taxes that would be 
coming in if there were 
more jobs and a better 
business climate there. 
You and I make up for the 
difference once again. 
Jarvis-Gann says "To hell 
with you!" Case in Point: 
while the minorities may 
lose a lot of their social 
programs, Jarvis-Gann be¬ 
comes the great equal¬ 
izer. No longer will the 
minorities have to fight 
for a crumb . . . i.e. 
$17,000 for Gay mental 
health, while at the same 
time we see $180,000 go 
for improvements for the 
golf courses without a 
question from the same 
people who hold an in¬ 
quisition about Gay work¬ 
ers. It means that the 
special projects of the 
establishment get cut, 
too. Jarvis-Gann is the 
equalizer. 

* * * 

In any event, Jarvis- 
Gann is a highly emotional 
item. Those who have a 
lot to lose are fij 
hard for its defeat. 


who have one of several 
different beefs with the 

g overnment are fighting 
ard for its passage. 
Interestingly, the state 
legislators, especially 
Speaker Leo McCarthy, 
are fighting very hard for 
its defeat! Why? After 
all, aren't they the ones 
who personally won't be 
hurt, who don't benefit 
from the social programs 
personally? You bet . . . 
but if Jarvis-Gann passes, 
it is solely because of the 
Leo McCarthys' failure to 
do anything about waste¬ 
ful government spending 
and tax relief — and more 
important^ real tax re¬ 
form. They have been 
catering to the special 
interest for so long that 
they forgot about the 
people. Now their jobs 
are at stake. They MUST 
accept the blame if 
Jarvis-Gann passes, and 
they will be punished at 
the ballot box. 

It all makes for an 
interesting situation. One 
is tempted to vote for and 
against Jarvis-Gann for 
different reasons. Maybe 
our Sacramento leaaers 
will get up off their seats 
and actually do some¬ 
thing,. Me? I'm still at 
the let's talk about it" 
stage.

53% Favor ERA, 
Women’s Rights 

An Associated Press/ 
NBC poll reveals that 53% 
of Americans favor the 
Equal Rights Amendment 
that would prohibit dis¬ 
crimination based on sex. 
Many Gay activists be¬ 
lieve that the success of 
ERA would be an impetus 
to the adoption of nation¬ 
al Gay rights legislation. 

Equal wages for women 
was supported by 92% of 
those boiled which, with 
the ERA approval, means 
that most Americans 
(1,604 were polled) sup¬ 
port the two major resolu¬ 
tions adopted by the 
National Women's Confer¬ 
ence in Houston. 

ERA will be adopted 
when three more states 
approve the amendment. 
The deadline is 1979; how¬ 
ever, women's rights 
groups are seeking a con¬ 
gressional extension of 
that deadline. Meanwhile, 
many organizations and 
individuals are boycotting 
those states which have 
not ratified ERA. Lost 
conventions income runs 
in the millions.

It's a common practice 
for spokespersons for the 
Gay movement to argue 
that only a very few Gay 
men are involved with 
boys, that they are the 
'exception to the general 
rule. Whether or not this 
is so, it fails to answer 
the charges. If any Gay 
men are involved with 
boys, we must be as 
responsible for them as 
for other Gay people. But 
there is an even bigger 
'flaw in this argument: it 
assumes that we can iso¬ 
late ourselves from these 
men simply by abandoning 
them. We can't. All Gay 
;people — Gay women as 
well as Gay men — are 
ibeing accused and con¬ 
demned together. 

* * * 

The only way to answer 
these charges, it seems to 
me, is to meet them head- 
on. The first thing to do 
is conquer our fear — stop 
being afraid of the issue. 
Let s admit that the 
cba . r E. es > with certain 
Qualifications, are true. 
And then let's have the 
courage to ask some ques- 
That nobody has yet 

Underlying the charges 
is the assumption that 
there is something intrin¬ 
sically wrong with sex be¬ 
tween men and boys. Do 
we really believe that? 
And if so, why? We have 
accepted, until now, the 
assumptions of our ene¬ 
mies on this matter — 
that the word "molest" is 
the appropriate word to 
describe what is going on 
here, that some kina of 
damage is done to the 
boys* These are notions 
that have gone unchal¬ 
lenged in our time. They 
are, in fact, fairly modern 
notions. The concept of 
man-boy love is as old and 
respectable as civilization 
itself — as any honest 
history book will bear wit¬ 
ness. The ancient Greeks, 
for example, believed that 
sexual relationships be¬ 
tween men and boys were 
actually beneficial — and 
the Greeks had a highly 
developed civilization 
that we still respect and 
that still influences us in 
many aspects of our lives. 

There cure a good many 
people — including some 


"There is more to life 
than news, weather and 
sports" is what the local 
American Broadcasting 
Company outlet, KGO-TV, 
frequently touts. What is 
"more" to that station is 
usually mayhem, murder, 
rape and sensationalism. 
That is why its news pro¬ 
gram ratings stay high (no 
one ever lost money by 
going for the lowest com¬ 
mon denominator). The 
most recent, blatant illus¬ 
tration of this was the 

S resentation of Anita 
ryant in Los Angeles and 
here on the ABC outlets. 

Demonstrations against 
the programming and pro¬ 
testing, call-ins were 
treated casually by the 
stations, who presented 
Bryant's anti-Gay spiel 
with a minimal response 
from the Gay community. 
In San Franciscoj Harvey 
Milk was permitted to 
tape five questions for 
Bryant with one hour's 
notice. Newscaster Van 
Amburg called this bal¬ 
anced newscasting. 

Joyce Shank, who inter¬ 
viewed Bryant on tape in 
Miami, told this reporter 
that "aside from her 
views, she is a very nice 
lady." Shank was hesitant 
when asked who had origi¬ 
nated the idea of inter¬ 
viewing Bryant. A con¬ 
ference was held before 
there was a response. 
Shank herself then took 
the credit by saying, "It 
was my idea." It may 
have been, but with con¬ 
sistent reactionary edito¬ 
rials pouring from local 
ABC vice president Russ 
Coughlin, some doubt re¬ 
mains. 

The protest here was 
organized by Lesbians and 
Gay Action. They brought 
out 125 demonstrators 
who emphasized that the 
programming and exten¬ 
sive advance advertising 
unduly favored Bryant. 

Having watched the 
program, most Gay people 
would probably conclude 
that the questions were 
firm but not the kind of 
hard questions that an 
investigative reporter 
would have asked if 
she/he had talked with 
Gay activist leaders in ad¬ 
vance. Shank and Milk’s 
questions were both weak 
and allowed Bryant to 
wiggle away with even 
more expansive homo- 
phobic remarks. 


One of Bryant's con¬ 
tinual themes is that "ex¬ 
homosexuals" can find 
Jesus and be "delivered 
from their lifestyle." Dr. 
Ralph Blair, a New York 
lecturer/educator, states 
that he has interviewed 
some of these converted 
"former" homosexuals and 
has learned that they are 
not so "former" as their 
sponsors claim. Jim 
Peron, in GAYLIFE, inter¬ 
viewed husband Greene in 
November and asked him

what am "ex-homosexual" 
was. Greene, who was a 
disc jockey before he be¬ 
came his wife's manager, 
revealed, "Tm not an 
expert; however, they are 
not homosexual and they 
are not heterosexual. You 
cannot just fix them up 
with girls and overnight 
they become heterosexu¬ 
als. That's not true. I 
think that the people who 
minister to ex-homosexu¬ 
als have to be ready for a 
lot of disappointment be¬ 
cause there's a lot of 
backsliding." 

Bryant and Greene 
have, nevertheless, re¬ 
vived their old idea that 
clinics to "save" homo¬ 
sexuals should be set up 
across the country. They 
have been discussing this 
periodically for a year, 
but they have not spent 
any money or effort in 
establishing even one such 
clinic. It appears to be 
nothing but rhetoric.

Gay Parade 

At the February 5 Gay Freedom Day Commit¬ 
tee meeting, the Committee voted to change the 
6VBnt name from Parade and Fair to March and 
Celebration. There was a hot debate for about an 
hour over this issue. Speakers critical of a name 
change expressed irritation at the proposal. They 
citecf tradition and all-inclusiveness of the Gay 
community as reasons to maintain the old name. 
Proponents of the name change argued that the 
events needed to have a more serious name, in light 
of the Briggs Initiative and other battles to come. 
They felt uiat "parade" and "fair" connotated a 
carnival atmosphere, a perspective that the non-Gay 
media would use to sidestep taking Gay civil rights 
seriously. 

The critics countered that the new names were 
too serious-sounding and political. They felt that 
the events were part of a combined effort of 
community unity, carnival, and political solidarity 
with none taking more importance than another; to 
let one perspective dominate would alienate other 
sectors of the community. The change proponents 
answered that the GFDC must show the Gay 
community some leadership and make the events 
more politically serious or lose the political ad¬ 
vances the Gay community has made. 

On the final vote to change the name, the 
motion to have a name change passed 16 to 5. On 
June 25, 1978, the GFDC will sponsor the March and 
Celebration. 

At the February 19 meeting, Chris Perry and 
Celeste Newbrough were selected as GFDC Co¬ 
chairs. They will serve as coordinators of the 
efforts of the subcommittees.

Dr. Thomas Szasz, lib¬ 
ertarian psychiatrist and 
author of numerous books 
challenging the authori¬ 
tarianism of the mental 
health establishment, will 
speak on "Liberty Against 
Psychiatry" in the Memo¬ 
rial Auditorium of Stan¬ 
ford University on 
Monday, March 13, at 
8:00pm. 

Dr. Szasz, a contro¬ 
versial figure since publi¬ 
cation of THE MYTH OF 
MENTAL ILLNESS in 
I960, will lecture on the 
need to end involuntary 
commitment and a com¬ 
plete separation of psy¬ 
chiatry and state. He will 
focus on the prevalence of 
involuntary drug treat¬ 
ment in mental hospitals. 

The maverick psychi¬ 
atrist has long oeen 
recognized as a friend of 
Gay rights and has includ¬ 
ed commentary on the 
persecution of nomosexu- 
als in such works as THE 
MANUFACTURE OF 
MADNESS (1970). His 
articles have appeared in 
periodicals ranging from 
REASON magazine to 
THE HUMANIST, and he 
has recently authored a 
new book titled THE 
MYTH OF PSYCHO¬ 
THERAPY. 

While totally favorable 
to the individual rights of 
Gay people, some of Dr. 
Szasz s views might be 
considered radical T>y the 
liberal Gay movement it¬ 
self. Recently inter¬ 
viewed in THE ADVO¬ 
CATE (Dec. 28. '77), Dr. 
Szasz stated, The First 
Amendment asserts that 
the State must neither 
support nor prohibit any 
religious activity. I be¬ 
lieve that's the proper 
attitude of the State 
toward sexual behavior as 
well." He added, "I hope 
the thrust of my argument 
— about the need to look 
for the preservation of 
individual freedom not to 
the State but to the free 
market — is clear."

Beller, Paul Rudd and 
Robert Duvall. Only Du¬ 
vall and a stunner named 
Lesley-Anne Down man¬ 
age to survive the script 
without looking ridiculous, 


and Petrie's tasteful 
direction makes absolute¬ 
ly no sense with the 
vulgar script he's con- 
I fronted with. A good 
dirty movie would at feast 
have been salacious fun, 
but Petrie's attempt to 
keep it non-pornographic 
only makes it dull with a 
■ 50's morality in what was 
meant to be a 70's shocker 
(though there are several 
bosom and beaver shots 
for cheap titillation). 

The plot? Don't ask! 
It's a confusing today/ 
flashback history of the 
Hardeman dynasty, from 
Larry in his 40's to Larry 
at 86, entrusting his 
empire to his son ana then 
his grandson, who all 
rightfully hate his guts.

Jones 
is hired to make it; Duvall 
sabotages it whenever 
possible; Alexander and 
Beller sabotage everybody 
else, and Jones, between 
laying everything not 
nailed down, eventually 
ends up owning the whole 
ball of wax while Olivier 
gleefully urges him on. 
It's elegant sleaze, beauti¬ 
fully photographed with 
real palms and flowers. 
They've gone first class 
all the way, but Harold 
Robbins is secondrate at 
his best, so it's a vain 
attempt. 

At one point, Olivier 
snarls, "Did you think I 
was just an old man jerk¬ 
ing off!" I think that's 
exactly what he is, jerking 
us all off for the price of 
admission.

warrant anything more 
than our disgust at seeing 
a former stylistic genius 
resort to secondrate hack 
work. One wonders if 
Bergman has said all he 
has to say or if the big 
budget money corrupted 
his talent. Bergman has 
said he did not set out to 
make a political film, he 
set out to make a horror 
film. Well, it's a horror 
all right and, interesting¬ 
ly, only as a political doc¬ 
umentary does it have any 
justification at all. Berg¬ 
man's worst film is now at 
the Surf Theater. 
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"Hotel Paradiso," the 
latest offering by A.C.T. 
at the Geary Theatre, is 
the epitome of the classic 
French bedroom farce as 
written by Georges Fey¬ 
deau and Maurice Des- 
vallieres. It's a zany romp 
about two married 
couples, next door neigh¬ 
bors; Boniface is married 
to the formidable 
Angelique, stuffy Cot is 
married to the beauteous 
Marcelle. When 

Angelique rushes off to 
her sicK sister, and Mar¬ 
celle fights with Cot, 
Boniface offers himself to 
Marcelle for a quick af¬ 
fair at the Hotel Taradiso 
so she may wreak revenge 
on her husband for ignor¬ 
ing her. Add to this a 
stuttering old friend with 
four daughters, a prissy 
clerk being seduced by 
Boniface's eager maid ana 
assorted roues, and you 
have the ingredients for a 
roaring second act in the 
Hotel Paradiso. 

In a true comedy of 
errors, everything that 
can go wrong does go 
wrong! Cot shows up at 
the same hotel, the 
romantic couple are in¬ 
vaded by old friends who 
recognize them, bumpkin 
bellboys run in and out 
with alarming regularity, 
and everyone ends up m 
disguise when the joint is 
raided by the police. 

It's all grand fun under 
guest director Tom 
Moore's snappy Hellza- 
poppin staging, although 
he fails to find a uniform 
style for either the actors 
or the direction. And 
style is essential to 
French farce. Raye Birk 
as Boniface and Sydney 
Walker as the stuttering 
Martin capture perfectly 
the right level of farcical 
elegance: they're abso¬ 
lutely delightful. 

Elizabeth Huddle and 
Ruth Kobart work more 
[naturalistically as the 
jwives; Huddle is not the 
[wide-eyed minx she might 
be; Kobart is forced try¬ 
ing to achieve the light¬ 
ness of the material.

But if the acting levels 
are varied, to say the 
least, the play is a situa¬ 
tion comedy and the 
action keeps it all bub¬ 
bling merrily along. 
Moore has kept it jaunting 
at a brisk pace in an 
assortment of styles, sight 
gags and energies, and you 
cannot help but be caught 
up in just the simple fun 
of it all.

Gottlieb, a psychiatrist 
who has practiced in Los 
Angeles since 1962, is 
married and has two 
daughters. He professes a 
basically pro-Gay atti¬ 
tude, and yet his clinic 
environment tends to 
cramp his outlook. For 
example, he believes that 
Gay male couples rarely 
stay together more than 
two years. Obviously, he 
needs more exposure out¬ 
side his office walls. 
Many of us know couples 
with relationships that are 
still strong after fifteen, 
twenty, or even thirty 
years. 

Andrews uses the term 
"horaosocial," which 

seems destined for popu¬ 
lar usage. By this he 
means that ALL men need 
some form of masculine 
companionship. The same 
is naturally true of women 
and their friends. Even

straight relations can be 
homosocial. 

Toward the end of the 
dialogue Gottlieb makes a 
challenging point. "It was 
enlightening for me as a 
psychiatrist to draw 
strong parallels between 
Gays and straights. I 
think, to a straight, a 
Gay's relationship to a 
lover sounds like a rela¬ 
tionship to a woman. But 
we tend to resist recog¬ 
nizing this, both ways, and 
it may be one of the 
fundamental reasons that 
Gays and straights mis¬ 
understand each other. 
People of different inter¬ 
ests hate to see their 
similarities, * and so we 
institutionalize unique¬ 
ness. We like to be dif¬ 
ferent." 

Nice try, Dr. Gottlieb, 
but next time try extend¬ 
ing your boundaries fur¬ 
ther. Go outside your 
office and into the larger 
communities. You may 
find even more surprises.

Book Ends 
and Odds 


Charles Reich's "The 
Sorcerer of Bolinas Reef" 
(a title with nothing to do 
with content) is now out 
in paperback at $2.25 . . . 
still overpriced merely to 
accompany a guru on a 
self-indulgent trek to 
maturity. Coasting on the 
success of his "The Green¬ 
ing of America" (which 
examined the new con¬ 
sciousness eruption of the 
late 60's and sold over 2.6 
million copies), Reich un¬ 
spools a too long "I/me" 
tedium. Of curiosity are 
his attempts to come out 
at 43 — now referring to 
himself as Gay and a Gay 
spokesman. Hardly! 

Esquire magazine will 
have an all Gay issue 
early this summer . . . 
Christopher Isherwood's 
major works will be re¬ 
leased soon in seven books 
(one a month) with cover 
sketches by his lover Don 
Bachardy . . . Christopher 
Street magazine's great 
cartoons will be released 
in a large paperback in 
April (Avon). 

From Publisher's 

Weekly comes the follow¬ 
ing revelation on how to 
market a Gay book: 

Targeting the market is 
a fairly standard promo¬ 
tion strategy, but the way 
Dell Books used it to pro¬ 
mote its January release, 
"Sexual Outlaw'^ by John 


Rechy, may be a publish¬ 
ing first. 

At the suggestion of 
two advertising managers, 
Pat Cool and Scott Jacob¬ 
son, Dell sent hundreds of 
copies of Sexual Outlaw 
matchbooks and memo 
pads to Gay bars and 
bathhouses in major cities 
across the United States, 
with a letter from Cool 
noting Rechy's reputation 
as "an important author of 

homosexual subjects" and 
encouraging the propri¬ 
etors of the establish¬ 
ments to distribute the 
giveaway merchandise to 
tneir customers. 

"'Sexual Outlaw' is the 
first mass market book on 
homosexuality which has 
become a very hot topic 
recently," Cool said in an 
interview. "We decided to 
go directly to the commu¬ 
nity Recny was writing 

Using "Bob Damron's 
Address Book," a privately 
published work tnat is a 
kind of Gay yellow pages, 
Dell picked a cross-sec¬ 
tion of Gay bars in top 
.markets and used a listing 
of the Club Bath Chain in 
32 major cities. 

First printing of 
Rechy's book is 400,000 
copies. 

BRIEFLY NOTED 

Catholic Gays will be 
happy to know that "The 
Church & The Homosexu¬ 
al" by Father John 
McNeill will appear in 
paperback in Marcn. Pub¬ 
lished by Pocket Books, 
the price is $1.95. Father 
McNeill was silenced by 
the church last summer, 
which makes it rather dif¬ 
ficult for the publisher to 
promote the book. How¬ 
ever, this does give the 
book a new dramatic 
angle that can be played 
up oy the press. 

Severed years ago the 
Institute for Sex Research 
conducted a study in the 
Bay Area of male homo¬ 
sexuals. The analysis, 
conducted by Dr. Alan 
Bell and his associates, 
may well be incorporated 
into the forthcoming 
book, "Homosexualities: 
A Study of Diversity 
Among Men and Women, 
to be published by Simon 
and Schuster in August of 
this year.

Illinois: 

Child Porno Ring 
Did Not Exist 

CHICAGO, Ill. - Charges 
that homosexuals were in¬ 
volved in child pornogra¬ 
phy and other question¬ 
able activities involving 
children have been denied 
by the State Department 
of Law Enforcement. An 
investigation, prompted 
by an "expose in the 
Chicago Tribune last May. 
reveals that no illegal 
activities were dis¬ 
covered. The Chicago 
Tribune, which initiated 
the investigation with a 
series on child pornogra¬ 
phy and prostitution, Tias 
refused to publish the 
state's findings. 

Dlinois investigators 

placed advertisements in 
pornographic magazines 
published in California, 
geared to Chicago resi¬ 
dents. The ads were re¬ 
quests for child porno in 
tne Chicago area. Only 
one local resident was 
arrested for "exhibiting 
and attempting to sell 
obscene materials to an 
undercover state investi¬ 
gator." 

Eight state investiga¬ 
tors were involved in che 
six-month research, ac¬ 
cording to GayLife of 
Chicago. Their report 
revealed "no real indica¬ 
tion of an organized type 
of ring" dealing in either 
child pornography or 
prostitution. 

Tyrone Fahner, director 

of the state agency, 
states that several em¬ 
ployees with the state 
Department of Children 
and Family Services were 
kept under extensive sur¬ 
veillance but no illegal 
activities were uncovered. 
It was revealed that sev¬ 
eral homosexuals had be¬ 
come foster parents but 
they were not found guilty 
of the crimes charged in 
the Tribune series. 

GayLife attacked the 
Chicago Tribune in an edi¬ 
torial for its refusal to 
report the state findings' 
which virtually called the 
sensation Tribune stories 
a hoax. It concluded, "We 
are convinced that it was 
once again a case of sen¬ 
sational journalism at the 
expense of Chicago's Gay 
community. We offer no 
support for those who 
prey on children, hetero¬ 
sexual or homosexual. 
But we certainly feel that 
in light of this report the 
Tribune owes an apology 
for printing its over¬ 
whelming homophobic 
series . . .
